Peace Conference Devises Plan
for Settling the Problem of
the Adriatic.

D'ANNUNZIO'S FiUie RAID

Baltic States and Russlan Bolshevists
Talking Peace—President Wilson
Explains Application of League
Covenant to Shantung and
Irish Queations.

While D’Annunzio held possession of
Flume after his spectancular raid on
that disputed city, the pence confer-
ence In Parls got busy and announced
it solution of the entire Adriatie
problem, It is a compromise plan de-
signed to satisfy both Italy and Jugo-
Blavia, and It was eabled to Ameriea
to he submitted to President Wilson.,

This compromise gettlement provides
that Flume shall he a free state and
that its harbor shall he n free port;
that the Jugo-Slavs shall have all of
the Dalmatiun mnainland execept the
clty of Zara, which shall be a free
port, and most of the Dalmatian
Islunds; that Avlona and the surround-
ing territory shnll be under Itallan
soversignty, and that ltaly shall re-
celve 0 mandate for nll of Albanla ex-
cept the Eplrus, in the extreme south,
which shall go to Greece. Both Italy
and Jugo-Slavia make concessions un-
der this plan, aod it i belleved that
it will enable Fiume ultimately to be
come a part of Italy—a consummation
which the Ameriean peace delegation
was able to prevent during the treaty
negotiations,

Japan, according to report, has been
#sked by the United States to pledge
formally the return of SBhantung to
Chinn, and to set a date for the resto-
ration.* At the time of writing no re-
ply had been received from Tokyo,
and the Japanese forelgn office de-
nled that any such note had been re-
celved from Washington., In state-
ments issued in Californla, In reply to
lists of questions asked him, President
Wilson asserted that the League of
Nutions would have g powerfu! efMect
in forwarding the final restorntion of
Shantung to China, and that no other
Instrumentality or actlon conld he sub-
stituted which could bring about that
resuit,  In one of his San Francisco
addresses he sald the great powers
had Japan's promise to return Shan-
tung to China, and Intended to see
that It was fulfilled oader the league.
His colleagues at Versaliles, he sald,
told him they meant under the league
to Inaugurate & new policy toward
China,

Another subject taken up hy the
president in his answers to questions
and In his speeches was the Irish ques-
tlon. This, he asserted, could prop-
erly be brought up in the counctl of
the lengue under article XI, “which
makes it the right of every member
of the league to drew attention to any-
thing anywhere that 1s Ukely to dis-
turb the peace of the world or the
good understanding between natlons,
upon which the peace of thel world de-
pends.” The covenant would not bind
the United States to assist In putting
down rebelllon in any forelgn coun-
try, he sald, nor would It limit the
power of thig conntry to recognize the
independence of any peoplea who seek
to secure freedom. He explained that
[reland was pnot given a hearing at the
peace conference because the confer
ence had po jurisdictlon over gues-
tions of that sort that affected terrl

Disorders In Boston, due to the
strike of policemen, were largely sup-
preéssed by the military, but the situs-
tion otherwise was little Improved.
The firemen, however, declded not to
quit, and the threatened general sirike
was at least postponed. The attitude
of the American Federation of Labor
toward the Boston case I8 peculiar.
Presldent Gompers, whille defending
the strike, admitted the police were
glven a charter on the express un-
derstnnding that they wonld not strike,
Then Mr. Gomper's secretary visited
Boston to study the situation, and on
leaving announced that the federation
stood solidly behind the striking po-
Heemen. He Intimated that he did
not fuvor n general strike at this time,

Chiefly becanse the police force of
Whashington nlso was unlonized In the
face of orders to the contrary, Presi-
dent Wilson took a hand In the mat-
ter of pollee unlons. He sent a tele-
gram to Commissioner Brownlow - of
the Distriet of Columbin ‘In which he
sald: “T think that any association
of the pollce force of the eaplital elty,
or of any great  clty, whose
ohject Is to bring pressure wupon
the public or the community, such as
will endaonger the publie peace or em-
barrnss the maintenance of order,
should In no ense be countenanced
or permitted"

Announcement that the carpenters’
strike and consequent hullding Indus-
try tle-up In the Chlengo distriet had
ended was not only premature, but
seemingly false. The carpenters were
ostensibly given a chance to vote on
the question, but instead of a secret
ballot, the voting was open, and the
contractors assert that thus the labow
hosses were able to Intimldate the men
and obtain a majority for rejection of
the compromise offered.

They de-
cided they must ralse at Jeast $5,000.-
M0 for the work snd that projibition
must he enforced In Amerlean clties
as proof to the world that the sale of
Hquor can be stopped.

FIGHT USHERS IN WALKOUT IN
STEEL INDUSTRY.

AFFECTS HALF MILLION MEN

Leaders Prepared for Long and Bitter
| Struggle.~—Ohic Millg Cease to
Operate,

Pittsburgh, Pa.—Clashes between
Pennsylvania state pollee and crowds
| bent on holding labor muss meetings
in the Pittsburgh distriet, ushered in
the nationswide strike In the ron and
gteel Indnstry, The most serious dis-
turbuanee occurred ot North Cladeton,
20 mlles from here, whore the state
troopers charged a of unlon
men helding a mags meeting and broke
it up. "The policemen vsed thelr clubs
vigoronsiy and jnjured o numhber in
the crowd. According to eye-wiinessoes
the meeting  was  proceeding quletly
when the state police broke it up,

There was also nr  disturbpnce at
MceKeesport, where union organizers
attempted to hold 2 mass meeting in
defilanee of the proclnmation of Mayor
George Lysle, forbidding publie gath-
erings, The meeting was broken up
when polleemen charged the crowd,

Nutlonnl lenders of labor unfons in-

erowil

volved have long prepured for the
strike, In the event they could not
make a settlement. They say they

are prepared for a bitter battle and
would not have gone (nto 1t if  they
were not sure they could sustaln the
siruggle., Confidence has  been  ex-
pressed that money to finance the
strike will not be lacking. It was sald
n meeting of the national unions will
be held soon to complete plans for the
support of the sirike,

It i& estimated that the number of
workers affected directly or indirectly
Ly the strike will aggregate half a
| milljon. The strike affects mainly the
| lron ore properties of the corporation

Wilson Finishes Coast Speaking.

Los Angeles, Cal—FPresident Wilson
completed his week of speech making
on the Paeific coast with 8 monster
miss meeting here at which thousands
shrieked approval of his plea for carly
ratiflcation of the peace treaty.

Welcomed to the ¢ty by a crowd,
which densely packed the downtown
section, the president was cheered
tumultuously everywhere he appeared.
Along the line of a ten-mile parade he
rode in o din of applause and later at
a public dinner cheers greeted his
declarntions that the treaty should and
would be accepted.

At the nuditorium meeting, where he
addressed G000 persons, the president
wns Introdoced by Mrs. Jogiah Evans
Cowles, national president of the Gen-
eral Federntion of Women's elubs, who
told the ¢rowd that the league of na-
tlons “must and will become the bul-
wiurk of a warweary world for all
| Hme The “political partisan,” she

of the peace treaty.
